He wss 
talking to a large crowd of restless and 
discontented working men and worked 
upon their passions and prejudices that 
he might receive their cheers aud sym­ 
pathy. As dishonorable as this line of 
conduct was, it was the.one adopted by 
United States Senator Daniel W. Voor- 
bes.

E. O. F. Moses, bt boston, furnishes the 
drawings and description of a m achine 
which he predicts will revolutionize row­ 
ing, and at the sarnS time prove con 
elusively the superiority of brains over 
brawn. 
, 
In the spring of 1870, McManus, who 
was the backer of George Hosmer at that 
time, approached Mr. MoSes, a young 
man of well-known inventive ability, In 
regard to an apparatus of some kind 
suitable to be placed in a shell boat, some 
engine or machine that would help to in* 
crease the spee$ of the oarsman over and 
above his ordinary time for a certain dis­ 
tance. 
Mr. Moses, after spending some time on 
drawings and machine work, produced a 
machine based on a principle of hydraulic 
propulsion, to wig;

2 0 .—The railroads, one 
by one, are dropping into the Grand Army 
camp and surrendering to the I-cent a 
mile rate to the Milwaukee encampment. 
This morning the Pan Handle road gave 
way, and posted the sign of “Oho cent a 
mile.” 
The Wabash, it is confidently bo 
lieved, will haul down the flag next and 
sell tickets at the price fixed by the G. A. 
It. 
Commander Martin was feeling very 
jubilant to-day and said: “ We’ve got the 
majority of the roads to come to our 
terms, and several of the more stubborn 
ones may yet surrender. 
The roads from 
hero to Milwaukee have not yet made the 
I-cent rate, and they probably will not, 
but wo have arranged it so that most of 
tho comrades here can go by boat.” 
Six steamers havo been chartered by the 
department, and the first trip will be 
taken next Sunday on the steamer Wis­ 
consin. 
Commencing Monday morning at 
9 o’clock, the boats will make two trips 
daily. 
Wednesday the great rush is ex­ 
pected, as on Thursday morning occurs tho 
great naval tattle. 
All tho Indiana, Illi­ 
nois and Michigan posts are expected to 
go by boat 
Mrs. John A. Logan, will 
loavo for Milwaukee on the steamer Wis­ 
consin Monday night, escorted by tho de­ 
partment commander and his staff. 
Tho Pennsylvania, 
Monon route, and 
Kankakee roads are the latest to make the 
rate to Milwaukee I cent a mile. 
Gen. Martin has issued a circular ad­ 
dressed to comrades in Illinois, of which 
tho following is the substance: 
“ I should be untrue to myself and to 
you who have, as posts aud as individuals, 
to a number embracing a vast m ajority 
of all tho comrades in Illinois, stood so 
loyally by me in my efforts to carry out 
tho instructions 
of 
the twenty-second 
national encampment to procure a reason­ 
able rate of faro to the twenty-third 
national encampment, did I not publicly 
express the gratitude I feel. 
I still stand 
by the position taken in circular No. 4, 
issued July ll, believing now, as I did 
then, that our demand for a 1-cent per 
mile rate was just and reasonable. 
“ Much has been accomplished by the 
almost solid front that you have shown in 
the contest with the corporations. 
Several 
lines havo already granted the 1-cent rate. 
The Ohio river lines are already applying 
tho $5 rate from Ohio river points to 
Chicago on business, which makes the rate 
to Milwaukee and return loss than 1-cent 
a milo for Ohio, Indiana, and Kentucky. 
The Fitchburg railroad also announces the 
I -cent rite from Boston and New England 
points via tho West Shore and Grand 
Trunk, which, it is believed, will induce 
other eastern lines to mako corresponding 
reductions. 
The Pennsylvania lines have 
instructed its assistant general passenger 
agont, to announce rates to Milwaukee and 
return for the Grand Army, which con­ 
cede to us the 1-cent per mile. 
North of 
Milwaukee there is a break which prac­ 
tically gives the rates asked for. 
The 
opinion prevails in railroad circles that 
the rates to Milwaukee will become com­ 
pletely demoralized as soon as tho solo of 
tickets commences. 
“ Without receding from the position I 
have taken in the least, I feel free to say 
to you that wherever the 1-cent rate is 
given, either by rail or water, the com­ 
rades should feel themselves entirely at 
liberty to avail themselves of it. 
As de­ 
partment commander I am a delegate to 
the national encampment, and in order to 
be in a position where I may assist in pro­ 
tecting your interests in such legislation 
as may come before the encampment at its 
business sessions it is my plain duty to 
attend. 
Headquarters will be established 
at tho county clerk’s olllco in the court 
houso on my arrival. 
It Is imperative 
that every delegate should attend, as 
important legislation looking to the inter­ 
ests of the members of the Grand Army of 
the Republic is to be considered by the en­ 
campment. lf the 1-cent rate is given on 
all the lines, then I shall be glad to see 
every comrade of my department who can 
avail ^himself of it at Milwaukee during 
the encampment. 
But where the 1-cent 
rate is not granted I again request that 
only delegates attend, and urge all com­ 
rades in such localities to avail themselves 
of the local, county and district rennions. 
Grand reunions will be hold during the 
months of August and September at many 
points. 
Among thoso already announced 
are Quincy, Peoria and Belleville. 
At the 
two latter points the rate of I cent per 
mile or less has been conceded by the rail­ 
roads. 
Posts or comrades from localities 
where the 1-cent rate is granted, and who 
desire to go into camp while in Milwaukee, 
should notify these headquarters by tele­ 
gram at the earliest possible moment, in 
order that tents may be provided. 
“Again I thank you for your cordial 
and unanimous support in our now historic 
fight, whien has been honestly made in the 
Interest of justice to our noble organiza­ 
tion, whose foundation is laid in fraternity, 
charity and loyalty.

— Early Monday 
morning a fire broke out in tho kitchen cf 
the restaurant on the store floor of tho big 
five-story tenement at 605 West Soventh 
avenue. 
Nine of tho sixty odd occupants 
lost their lives and it is a miracle that many 
moro did not perish.

Tho flames did not 
do much damage in tho various ap art­ 
ments but burned out their strength in tho 
hallways. 
The pecuniary loss will not 
am ount to moro than $10,000. 
Tho fire originated in tho rear of John 
Snyder’s restaurant at an hour whon all 
tho people in the house were sleeping 
Soundly. 
J ust how tho tiro started is n9 
yet a mystery, but as tho restaurant’s 
cook is missing it is fair to presume th at 
an accident occurred whilo he was making 
the firo in tho big range. 
Tho awful speed 
with which tho flames swept up through 
tho building suggests tho use of kerosene 
by the careless cook. 
Tho door leading 
from the kitchen to tho hallway was found 
open and tho great volunio of flame rolled 
out into tho pnssago and swept up tho 
tairway so rapidly that families living on 
he first floor must inevitably havo perished 
ithout ovon so milch as a warning, but.it 
so happened that tho rooms directly over 
tho restaurant wero unoccupied. 
Loss than half a block away, on tho cor­ 
ner of Twenty-eighth 
street and the 
avenue, stood Policemen AV amos and Mc- 
Callaugh of tho Thirtieth street station. 
They heard a shriek, and looking in tho 
direction of tho sound saw a wall of fire 
beating against tho front windows of tho 
restaurant. 
The two officers beat in tho 
front door with their clubs, but a spiteful 
blaze shot out and drove them back. Thoy 
tried tho next door and in that way found 
an entrance. 
There was no sign of life 
in tho building and tho officers hurried 
from ono floor to another to arouse the 
inmates. A t first murmurings woro hoard, 
then a buzz of voices, which finally turned 
Into a wail of terror and agony from men, 
women, and children struggling for their 
lives in tho death trap. 
Fire escapes lead­ 
ing from the burning building to tho noxt 
tenement house wero soon filled with half 
naked pooplo, frantically endeavoring to 
roach tho street. 
In tho meantime tho fire 
departm ent had arrived and had beghn to 
assist in tho rescue of tho frightened in­ 
mate?. 
Th$ flames were easily extinguished and 
tho pGfjjplo on tho firo Escapes wero easily 
lapdog. 
Not ono persolS escaped by means 
of tho stairway, and tho names of tho row 
who tried to do so are found in tho list of 
tho dead printed above. 
Th© search fir 
those who perished was begup as soon aa 
possible. 
The first body fouiid was that 
of old W illiam Glephon. 
Tho remains 
were discovered by tho side of his bed in 
his [room on tho socond floor. 
Ho had 
risen to fly, but his logs were not nim- 
bld enough, and he perished. 
His sons, 
WffiS 
managed 
to 
escape, 
woro taken 
to 
tho 
hospital. 
They 
wero , badly 
bilrnod about tho foot, in consequence cl 
having walked on tho hot iron bars of the 
firo escape. 
In tho rooms of tho Wolls 
fam ily was a sight ^rhicb can not bo easily 
forgotten. 
In tho middle of tho floor kjtelt 
tho mother, Mary AV ells, and in hor Jefid 
embraco woro hor children, Jane and 
Thomas. 
Thoy had boon smothered, and 
not a burn or blister defaced tho palter of 
their countenances. 
Tho nino doad bodies wero placed in am ­ 
bulances and takon to tho Thirtieth street 
station, and later Coroner Hanley gave 
permits or removal to friends who claimed 
tho remains. 
Snyder, tho keeper of tho restaurant in 
which the firo broko out, has boon arrested 
on suspicion of being responsible for th! 
catastrophe. 
A policy of insurance] foi 
$1,000 on his stock was found in his pos­ 
session and one of the employes states that 
ho found fat scattered over tho floor of the 
restaurant.

horrible death of an unknown tramp 
BY THE CARS SUNDAY MORNING - THE 
INQUEST. 
I From Beloit Free Press, of Monday ] 
While passing through the yard of the 
Northwestern railroad company at about 
half past four o’clock Sunday aborning 
the engineer of a freight train bound 
north, noticed what he took to be a man­ 
gled body by the side of the track, aud 
thought that his train had ran over 
some person. 
He reported this fact at 
the passenger station, and the railroad 
bands at once called Marshal North who 
harried to tbe place where the body was 
supposed 
to 
be, 
and 
a 
sicken­ 
ing sight was 
presented those first 
upon the scene. 
Near the ooal shed, ly­ 
ing between the rails of the main track, 
was tho dismembered body of a mao; 
the head, legs and arms bad been sev­ 
ered, evidently by oar wheels; and tbe 
head was several yards Booth of the btdy 
and on tbe outside of the rail, while one 
naked foot was a hundred feet north of 
the body, and other portions of the re­ 
mains wero scattered along the track be - 
tween these points. 
The face was not 
much bruised, and was recognized as 
that of a tramp who had been seen drunk 
upon tbe streets Saturday night, but no 
one could give his 
name, and the 
marshal hunted up two bums who had 
been with the dead man to identify bim. 
Ono of the tramps lifted the ghastly head 
ap and said it was “ Hobo Shorty/’ and 
that he had only known him a few days. 
In pnttiug the head down the tramp set 
it upon its neck facing south, which ex­ 
plains its quite remarkable position and 
that which attracted some comment. 
Undertaker Houston was directed to 
gather up and bury tbe remains, which 
was done, and a coroner’s jury consisting 
of the following gentlemen who saw the 
remains was impaneled: B . B. H ill, Gee* 
Halfhead, Joe Magilton. John Coats. M. 
Farley and Adam Bittel. 
The jary met 
thn morning in Coroner Kendall’s office 


and carefully inquired into the case, and 
from testimony given it was shown thai 
about eleven o’olook deceased was seen 
at certain places decidedly drank, and 
that at one o’olock he was seen sitting on 
tho Northwestern track near where tbe 
body was fonnd and that he was spoken 
to and seemed sober and rational. The 
indications are that he attempted to 
board the three o’clock [passenger train 
going sonth,fell under it and was killed, 
and that the freight train a while later 
also ran over the body and dragged it 
north. 
The coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
to the elf cot that an unknown man came 
to his death by the oars and that no one 
was to blame for the occurrence.
